ence in their several countries. The 
Association held its Twelfth con- 
ference at Hamburg between the 18th 
and QIst of Angust last year, when 
8 goodly number of subjects, mostly 
ships and commerce, 
were discussed. Once or twice the 
members refresled themselves by ex- 
cursions into other subjects, such 
as Iuternatioual Copyright, Treaties 
of Guaranty and the Marriage-Law of 
Nations, but the papers which were read 
on these frivolities did not excite great 
interest or provoke much debate. Ou 
such topics, however, as the Limitation 
of the Liability of Shipowners, the Law 
of Affreightment, Casualtics at Sea 
and the terms in which Bills of Lading 
should be drawn, the Conference had 
much to say that was valuable and that, 
we should expect, will have influence 
on the governments of most commer- 
cial countries, And as the subjects 
treated of are of great interest to mer- 
chants and shipowners, we shall give 
now a brief resumé of proceedings in | 
regard to some of them, and the con. | 
clusions at which the Conference 
arrived. 

The discussion on the terms in which | 
a general or international bill of lading | 
shouldbe expressed drew forth many dif- | 
fering opinions, and those of the friends 
of both shippers and shipowners were 
fairly placed before the Conference. On 
the question put by the President :— 
Onght the shipowner to be allowed to 
protect himself, by a clause in the bill of 
lading, from liability for negligence on 
the part of the Captain, officers and crew, 
a majority of 24 votes to 17 decided 
that the sbipowner should not be 
allowed to protect himself against ne-| 
gligence. The President announced 
before that vote was given that in the 
event of its being decided in the nega- 
tive, as it was, he would offer a second 
proposition;—Onght he, the shipowner, 








errors of judgment on the part of the 
captain, officers and crew? This was 
carried in the affirmative by 23 votes 
to 7; and then a resolution which was 
brought forward by Consul Annecke, 
representative of the Berlin Chamber 
of Commerce, was adopted. Its terms 
are :—That this Association take the 
necessary steps to influence the Parlia- 
ment of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain to pass legislation in con- 
formity with that of most of the 
sea-faring nations, whereby, in casea 
of loss or damage of goods shipped 
by sea, the responsibility of the ship- 
owner is legally restrained to ship and 
In bringing forward 
this resolution Consul Annecke com- 
plained of the hardship inflicted by 
British law upon foreign shipowners, 
who are made responsible to the Courts 
of Great Britain beyond the value of 
the ship to the limit £8 a ton, contrary 
to the principles of law accepted by all 
the contineutal countries, Tuto the 
battle of the Bills of Lading we shall not 
enter, and it appears that no resolution 
could be arrived at before the passing 
of a new Shipping Act in Engiaud ; a 
measure which Mr. Chamberlain held 
in terrorem over the owners of ships 
and steamers. 

Sir Travers Twiss read a paper to 
the Conference on international con- 
ventions for the maintenance of sea- 
lights, in which he especially dealt with 
the lighting of the voyage between 
Europe and India and China though 
Ue Red Soa. To meek tha dangers 
of Cape Gardafni and Ras Hafan, and 





| of other portions of the voyage, a system 


of lighthouses as complete as possible 
is absolutely necessary, and the various 
difficulties in the way of their erection 
and up-keeping were described by Sir 
Travers Twiss, who was of opinion that 
an International Convention might be 
entered into by all nations whose snb- 
jects go down into the Red Sea and In- 
dian Ocean in steamers. He instanced 
the Lighthouse treaty known as Cape 
Spartel Convention, between the mari- 
time Powers of Europe and the Urited 
States of one side and the Sultan of 
Moroceo of the other, under which 
no dues are levied on passing vessels, 
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bat the governments make up a com- 
mon parse from which the main- 
tenance and administration of the 
lighthouse are defrayed. This treaty, 
though some of its details would not be 
applicable to Cape Gardafai, was men- 
tioned as a precedent for inviting the 
co-operation of the Maritime Powers 
in maintaining the lighthouses near 
Cape Gardafui, if the interests of Eng- 
Iand should prompt her to erect them 
at her owa expense, after she has pre- 
vailed on the native tribes near the 
coast to welcome their erection, Tho 
international convention might give 
England the right to levy dues on 
passing shipping, and these dues might, 
if it were conside red expedient, be col- 
lected at Port Said. It is stated by 
Sir Travers Twiss that papers had been 
Inid before the Parliament containing a 
variety of treaties with the chiefs of 
the Mijerthoyn tribes, by which they 
have agreed to protect all persons ship- 
wrecked on their consts, and to guard 
all vessels from plunder and wilful 
damage to the utmost of their ability ; 
in return for which acts of good will 
they are to receive an avnual stipond 
from the British Government, and a 
reasonable salvago remunera tion in each 
case, to be awarded according to British 
Jaw by the British Political Resident 
at Aden. Bat, up to last year the Sultan 
of the locality declined to sign any 
convention in which any allusion is 
inade to a lighthouse. 

The panishment which should be 
awarded to captains aud officers of 
shipwrecked vessels came under discus- 
sion, on @ proposal that the results of 
official enquiries into losses at seashould 
be communicated between the re- 
spective goveruments. Another reso- 
lution in favour of the official authori- 
ties who conduct such enquiries being 
empowered to deprive the masters of 
their certificates for only a certain time 
was offered. Under German law the in- 
vestigations are conducted, not, as in 
England by a judicial officer, but by 
boards, called Seeiimte, established for 
the control of maritime matters, which 
have only power to deprive an offiser 
of his certificate altogether. Even the 
supreme authority, the Ober-Secimt, 
which reviews sentences, has no power 
of suspension ; the ouly mitigation of 
the sentence sanctioned by law is the au- 
thority given to the Chaucellor of the 
Empire to restore the certificate after 
an interval of not less than one year, 
This is probably done in most cases; 
but it is desirable that instead of its 
being an act of grace the law should 
be modified, and this is said to be 
the almost unanimous opiuion of Ger- 
man shipowners. Formerly the law of 
Holland agreed with the German law 
in this matter, but an alteration in it in 





















the direction of the resolation before 
the Convention was made in 1884. The 
first Resolation was unanimously 
passed, aud the second by a majority. 
We shall adopt as our opinion on the 
whole of this subject the remarks of 
Sir Travers Twiss. He said that “the 
great cause of shipwrecks was the ne- 
glect to heave the lead, caused by the 
captaiu’s indisposition to slacken speed 
for the parpose, and he thought it very 
desirable that shipowners should be 
more careful in the directions they 
gave their captains on this point, when- 
ever the vicinity of a dangerous 
const.

volume of Returus of ‘I'rade just issued 
from the Customs’ Press, containing 
the Statistics and I'rade reports for the 
yeur 1885. ‘Io do justice in the limite 
of an urticle Lo this handsome book of 
482 pnges would be impossible; we 
cun only Lope to indicate a fow of the 
prominent paragraphs, ‘Tbe rule made 
by the Inspeotor-General, and rigidly 
euforced, that Commissioners shall cou- 
fine their introductory reports to four 
pager, worke admirably, ‘he limit 
allowed is sufficient for « conspectus of 
the commerce of each port during the 
yenr; and if wo loso by it, ns wo 
may sometimer, the monographs on 
spevinl subjects which weused heretofore 
to find in the Returns, we are spared the 
long dissertations on inadequately inter- 
esting questions, with which Qommis- 
vioners with a hobby used sometimes 
to weary their renders, ‘The tono of the 
reports in the present yolame is almost 
universally jubilant, ‘There was a 
general beliof at the beginning of the 
year that the hostilities with France, 
which covered one-third of 1885, would 
exercise a damnging effect ou the com- 
moroe of the country, and that ale would 
only recover slowly from the exbsus- 
tion induced by the war, ‘Lo the sure 
prise of everybody, Chinn displayed a 
very much greater elnsticity than even 
hor warmest friends lad believed pos- 
sible, and the result is, that the prevent 
Returus chronicle « totul foreign trade 
whose value haw only been surpassed in

It is unnecessary to draw attention to 
the steady growth of the import trade 
in the staples, such as cotton and wool- 
len goods, metals cte,, or in the graver 
exports such as silk and tea; our object 
is to prove how well wort attention 
the more miscellaneous articles are, 
and how a large trade may be gradually 
reared up in them by perseverance. 
‘The tables are not so full as we should 
like to make them, because when the 
business in such things is small and 
tentative they are classed by the Cus- 
toms among “sundries unenumerated,” 
aud it is not until their import or 
export has attained respectable propor- 
tious that they are favoured with a line 
to themselves. So “ Metals Manufac- 
tured” in the table of imports includes 
“hardware, brassware, brassbuttons, 
steelware, tinware, cutlery etc.” It 
shows a falling off in 1885 as com- 
pared with 1875, but this may only 
mean that certain articles comprised 
under this heading in 1875, have been 
honoured with a line to themselves 
iu the latest returns. It will be seen 
that the import of Dyes and Colours 
las made a tremendous stride in ten 
years, from about Tis. 48,000 in 1875 
to nearly ton times that amount in 
1885, and it is @ curious thing, that 
though “Perkins’s purple,” which is 
the basis of most of these dyes, was dis- 
covered by an Hnglishmau, the import 
now is almost entirely from Germany. 
Wo must not stop to dilate on the 
evil effect that these aniline dyes have 
had on the art of China and Japan. 
Matches, nocdles, aud window-glass, 
have all increased vory largely since 
1875, whilekeroseneoil hasgone up from 
‘Tis. 377,000 in 1875 to Tis. 1,601,000 
in 1885. Machinery, Porfamery, ‘and 
Soap, all of which attained respectable 
figures last year, were included in 
“Sundries” in 1875, and they alone 
will account three times over for the de- 
-cline that “ Sundries” shows last year. 
‘The Export table is still more interest- 
ing; some trades, which attained last 
year quite respectable figures, have 
_grown up entirely since 1875, or 
have attained sufficient prominence to 
allow them to be taken out of “ Sun- 
driesunouumerated.”

Straw hats 
showed a very large decline last year in 
value, which is not easy to understand 
in face of the fact that the quantities 
were 3,919,660 valned at Tle.

The growth of the export of 
hides—many of which come long dis- 
tances, some from as far as Thibet—is 
8 proof that there are important articles 
to be obtained in the interior which 
would swell our trade. But of the 
means or even the probability of ob- 
taining them our merchants kuow 
nothing, aud the people in the iuland 
proviuces are just as uuaware of their 
being a market for them here. It is the 
same with mauy articles of import, that 
are incladed ander “Sundries,” which 
now reach the interior in small quan- 
tities, are appreciated and are slowly 
coniug into use among the people; 
whereas, if there were menus of intro- 
ducing them to the notice of the dealers 
in the distaut proviuces a brisk demand 
for them would soon spring up. Not 
many years ago no oue would have 
expected a good trade in needles or 
hides, for native needles are very cheap 
aud the Chinese are uot a beef eat- 
ing nation from whom a liberal 
sapply of hides could be obtained. 
Although good progress bas been made 
in the last ten years in extend- 
ing the import aud export trade in 
“Saudries” we feel convinced from 
what we hear from people who know 
something of the moro distant pro- 
vinces, that the increase in that time 
should have been greater, and the adop- 
tion of suitable menus would add vastly 
to our commerce in these articles, 
and in a very short spaco of time. 
It cannot bo doubted that euterpriso 
aud euergy ou the part of our mer- 
chants, euterprise iu discovering new 
articles of import aud export, und 
energy in pushing the business in 
them when discovered, willbe rewarded 
in the fature as fully as they have beon 
in the past. The depreciation in silver 
has contributed largely to this expan- 
sion of the export trade in Chiua as 
in India; it is to be hoped that the 
currency doctors at home will uot 
check this very promising commerce 
by any ill-advised tampering with the 
metal dear to the East.

THE ENGLISH BUDGET. 
A Few notes from the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer’s Budget speech should have 
interest to those engaged in the China 
tendo, and from theie general bearing 
on commerce. He pointed ont that the 
revenue from tea was £200,000 short 
of the estimate formed by Mr. Childers 
ast year, but the actunl yield was co 
derably above the yield of 1883-84 which 
was £4,270,000, the avernge of the 
last two years being 44 millions ater- 
ling.

These Rabelaisian figures certainly go 
sowe way to prove that iu spite of the 
depression of trade, the comforts of the 
great mass of Englishmen have enor- 
mously inoreased, It almost seems as 
if it must be another land from this 
which overflows with all kinds of good 
fare, in which hundreds aud thousands 
of men and women cannot get work to 
do or find menns to purchase proper 
food, 

The Post Office yielded 7} millions in 
1874-75 and 10} millions in 1885-86, 
bat the institution of the parcels 
post and sixpenny telegrams has in- 
volved u lurge increase in the expenses 
of the department, In reference to 
the parcels post it was stated that Mr. 
Fawcett estimated that 27 millions would 
be tho number of parcels sent through 
the post Inat year, aud the actual num- 
ber was 26,527,000, a wonderfully 
close result, It is satisfactory to find 
that if people at home spend leas money 
on algohol they are greatly incrensing 
their savings. In 1875, a time of 
prosperity, the deposits in the Post 
Office Savings Banks amounted to 674 
millions; aud Inst year, including in- 
vestments made for depositors, thoy 
wore over 97 uillions, Everything 
considered, the aunual balance sheet 
is a fairly good one, and not such a 
oue as Euglishruen have any right to 
complain of, seeing how duil busivess 
bas been and the height to which the 
national expenditure bas been driven 
by one couse and another, The de- 
cline in the alooholic duties is not an 
unmixed evil; and in respect of these 
there is a similarity in their position to 
the position of the Opium revenue in 
India, which cannot fail to strike our 
readers, In the case of England the 
deficiency on aloolilic revenue is being 
made up in other ways, and we hope 
the entue excellent process will by and 
by render the Iudian government inde- 
pendent of Opiam. 

















PROTESTANT MISSIONS IN CHINA. 
Iuiustrious as the present century will 
appear in history, from the advance ia 
the West of every thing that constitutes 
civilization, and the freeing of the East, 
the increase of Protestant missions in 
all parts of the world will be noticed 
ae oue of its greatest distinctions. Men 
and women have gone forth to all 


parts of the world, in numbers never 
before approached, to enlighten the 
dark places of the earth and to quicken 
those that lie in the slamber of indiffer- 
entism, Most of these missionaries 
were animated by enthui 
surrendered their ambition 
up all that is desirable in home life to 
labour in distant parts of the world, 
among people alien to them in blood, 
and feeling, and thought, Previous 
to the nineteenth ceutary the num- 
ber of Protestant missionariee the 
Enst was emall, ‘The Datch an 
the Danes had a few missionaries 
in India, tho latter uation maintained 
ministers in the Moluccasalmost fromthe 
time of their taking these islands, and 
during the period of their occupation 
of a part of Formosa they had ministers 
wan, one of whom bas left au 
honourable memory for the faithfulness 
with which he redeewed his promise to 
the savage Koxingn, But the Dutel 
ministers in the national possessio: 
the Enat wore thore more for n political 
purpose Linn as missionaries, und the 
conversion of the Formosaus was dis- 
couraged by the Butavin Goverument 
lest it whould displonse the Jnpanese, 
whose favour they then alavishly culti- 
vated. In India the policy of the Great 
Company repressed the efforts of all 
Governors-General 
them men whose un- 
directed enthusinsm might inflame the 
natives and even cause the overthrow 
of the British Power, But at the end 
of the last century Carey and Mareh- 
man and Ward by their almost un. 
nided exerti drew around them « 
uuuber of converte in Bengal, and 
afterwards, by theie indomitable zen), 
so animated their friends in Eng- 
land that the House of Commons was 
compelled in 1813 to insert clauses 
in the Charter of the Company, which 
recognized the right of missionaries to 
preach Christinnity in India, The bat. 
tle in Parlinment was a hard ove, The 
Company employed all its influence to 
keep India closed. Old officinls exerted 
their eloquence in the debates, de- 
soribing all the horrors which pe: 
sion to extend missions was certain to 
bring on India, and extolling the wis- 
dom of the policy of exclusion which 
lind hitherto prevailed. But even in 
1813 there were new forces coming into 
play ; the religious lethargy of the pre- 
ceding century was gone; men and wo- 
men were uo longer ashamed to make 
known their sympathy with movements 
that a few years before would have 
been received with ridicule. ‘The friends 
vf missions bestirred themselves in the 
country, and from every part peti 
in favour of the missionaries being 
allowed to work in India were poured 
into the House of Commons, The 
House rejected the amendments to the 
Missionary clauses in 
whioh had been moved by the friends 
of the Company, It is worthy of note 
that the intolerant spirit towards mis- 
sions was not shown in the House of

delivered an eloquent enlogium on the 
members of the Serampore mi 
who had been exposed to virulen! 
abuse in the other House. 

It appears by the Missionary Direo- 
tory for China which has been lately 
published that Dr. Marshman arrived 
in Canton in 1799. He is the firat 
Missionary to China whose name is 
given. As Canton was the only plice 
at which missionaries could reside, at 
that time and for over forty years after. 
wards, their progress was necessarily 
greatly retarded. It will serve to show 
how rapid has been the extension of 
Protestant missions in Obine, to men- 
tion that the Directory gives the 
names of ouly nineteen members 
of varioas missionary bodies arriv. 
ing in this country between 1799 
aud 1831, when the trade monopoly of 
the Enst India Company ceased at 
Canton, Between the latter year and 
the opening of new ports under the 
Trenty of 1842 a large increase took 
place, and the same occurred, but to a 
mach greater extent, after the ‘l'reaty 
of 1860. There are now in the list of 
missionaries in the Directory 589 men 
and women Inbouring in all parte of 
this Empire, of whom 317 are Bri 
aud 238 American; 3 are connected 
with the Rhenish, 19 with Basel, 10 
with Berl and 7 others are une 
connected with any Church, Some of 
those who are still in this country bave 
spent nearly half a contary inthe work. 
Oue bas been 48, and four have been 47 
years in the couutry; these are the 
veterans of the small army,and there are 
others who bave been thirty years in the 
service. ‘Ihe stations are sonttered all 
over the Ewpire, aud are yearly iv 
creasing in numbers. Six or 60 
years ago there were Protestant mis. 
sionaries in ouly nine of tho pro 
vincer, but we see from the Directory 
that there are now missionaries in 
all the eighteen provinces, besides 
otbers in the countries outside Ch 
proper, and in pluces like Bhamo, In 
the list of the names of missionaries 
who have died are several to whom 
foreigners owe deep debt of grati- 
tude for the patience with whieh they 
applied themselves to the study of the 
Chinese language, and for their know. 
ledge of the people and the oonutry 
whioh they collected. Noone who bas 
paid any attention to the interconras 
between foreigners and natives during 
the early part of this century can have 
fuiled to be struck by the labours of 
such men as Dr, Morrison and Dr. 
Medhurst, of Mr, Gutzleff and Mr. 
Abeel, They, aud others, by the light 
which they threw on Chinese affuire, 
had a very large share in streugthou- 
ing the bands of those who overthrew 
the monopoly of the East India Com- 
pany at Canton, What was known of 

hina to the average Englishman sixty 
to eighty years ago, were gleauings 
from the histories of Jesuit priests, the 
stories of afew adventurers and master 
matinere, reports to Parliament and 
other bovke aud documents biol 
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were not readily obtainable, Bat the 
writings of Protestant missionaries 
brought a’ kuowledge of China within 
the reach of hundreds of thousands of 
people. That indebtedness has partly 
and occasionally been acknowledged by 
merchants and others, but it is open to 
question whether the acknowledgement 
lias been as fully made as the andoubted 
claims of the missionaries demand, 
We ure not going to enter now on 
the question of the success or failure 
of Protestant missions. A good deal 
more has been snid of their npparent 
failure to make converte thin is 
either fair or onlled for. Many gibes 
have been thrown at missionn itis 
no onay, But fortanately for mankind 
the inflaence of tho missionaries of 
@ suporior faith is not to be computed 
by the number of converts on the roll, 
Vhey exert @ continuous influence for 
good on the thoughts and lives of the 
people among whom they dwell, It 
hag always boen so. Muhomedanism, 
for instance, after the conquest of Iudin 
grontly purified the corruptions of Bralt 
manism, And if any one donbts whethor 
the apirit of our own religion has been 
unavailing in Uhe Enst, let hin rend of 
the hideous snvrifices of human life 
which have been abolished in India, 
aud of the purer manners that have 
been introduced there aud which are 
assuredly making way among people of 
all ranks, And in this country, if they 
have done nothing else,they have broken 
down the judicus of the Chinese 
against foreig But they have done 
muoh more than this, as all intelligent: 
people know and acknowledge. For 
one thing, their Inboure have effected 
groat changes in the opinions of the 
Chinese regarding us, What they 
did during the famine in the north | 
and north-east, by which some twelve 
millions of people are suid to have 
perished, did not pass anuoticed by 
the Government nnd officials, nor was 
it without fruit in the ds of the 
people, What waa then done by the 
miasionaries, aided by money collected 
abroad, effected a greater change in 
the opinion of the minsa of the Chinese

PRINCE CH‘UN’S TOUR. 
Tue tour of Prince Ch‘un bas been 
completed in so far as regards his 
joarneyings across the sen; he is now 
‘again on dry land and may continue on 
it until he returns to the Capital. Every- 
thing seems to have gone well during 
the Erinee’s trip. ‘The short run from 





‘Taku to Port Arthur was made under 
favourable weather conditions and the 


reviews of the troops and inspection of 
the fortifications, the receptions, the 
photographing, were conducted under 
propitious circumstances. The voyage 
from Port Arthur to Chefoo, the escort 
by the Chinese fleet and the saluting 
by the combined naval forces in these 
waters of England and France, assisted 
by the squadron under Admiral Lang, 
were successes. No Chinese Prince or 
dignitary ever before witnessed such a 
sight as Prince Ch‘an saw from the 
deck of the Haean. ‘The occasion was 
memorable, and may mark the opening 
ofa newera, or the fuller development of 
the one that has already begun. That its 
significance will be daly noticed and 
moralized on by the press of the world 
is quite certain, We must possess our 
souls with patience until we learn what 
the wisdom of the London, the Paris 
and the New York newspapers evolves 
ont of the scene at Chefoo. Itis,Lowever, 
unlikely that there will be much novelty 
in any thing that is said of the affect 
expected from the tour of Prince Ch’an. 
‘There will be the usual stock phrases 
about Western ideas and improvements, 
the whole windiog np with urgent repre 
sentations to the Prince and the T'sung- 
li Yamen to lose no time in introducing 
railways. Bat there will be one or two 
narratives written describing thejourney 
from the Priuce’s leaving Tientsin until 
his retura which we should very much 
like to see. What has Prince Ch’un 
thought abontit, and what has he said 
of it to the Empress? What, also, has 
that important personage, the enuuch 
who stands high in the confidence of 
the Empress, thonght ‘and written 
about it all? He saw everything, 
cluding the City of Chefoo and the 
lecorations on shore. It would be much 
more instructive to us if we could 
only get a glimpse at the private re- 
cords of the Prince and the favourite, 
or hear their verbal account of what 
they saw and how it impressed thom. 
Especially, should we like to seo or hear 
what Prince Ch‘un thought of the zenl- 
ous French Admiral who made the 
quarter deck of the Haean the scene of 
a glorification of western ideas, and of 
advice in the administration of the 
affairs of this great Empire. The Prince 
answered the Admiral with courteous 
silence only. Doubtless, this preaching 
up of railwaysinseason aud out ofseason 
is wise, if there were doubts of that we 
cannot suppose that Ministers, Admirals, 
Consuls, would ali lend their voices to 














3| swell the chorus of praise of the iron- 


road. Bat there is a time for all 
things, and a state visit to an Im- 
perial Prince strikes us as inappropriate 
for such counsel as that given by 
Admiral Rieunier at Chefoo. Great 
People in China may become some- 
what concerned about where this sort 
of thing is to end. We now expect 
that each year shall see some progress 
on the preceding one, and if it becomes 
a custom, as we hope it will, for Princes 
of the Imperial Blood to make tours, 
Western personages will be eager to out- 
do what was done at Chefoo. We may 
see High European dignitaries carrying 
model railways concealed about their 
persons, or bringing disguised syn- 
dicates in their suites, or prospectuses 
in their cocked hats, and present- 
ing those instruments of progress 
to Princes, The American Minister 





has already exhibited a prominent Eu- 
gineer of his nation to the Viceroy of 
Canton ; three German gentlemen have 
tempted Viceroys and others in the 
north; and though that sort of 
things may be business, we have an 
old fashioned notion that they have 
their place, and that sometimes lately 
they have been much ont of place, 
Again, we say, we should greatly like to 
know what Prince Ch’an thought of 
Wo can guess Li Hung-chang’s opinion 
for it has been for some time, we were 
Jately told, a favourite amusement of 
His Excellency, when at leisure, to ex- 
tract from bis business visitors, their 
frank opinions of their rivals—nations 
and merebants—and as that is always 
liberally given, he is now in the pos- 
session of more information about the 
deficiencies of financiers, and engineers 
than any other man under the sun, It 
is pleasant to hear from many quarters, 
stories all showing great a y 
in Prince Cl’un. These stories are 
to the same effect as those which 
have appeared in the letters of our 
Correspondents in the North, They are 
trifles in themselves, but they have 
value as indicating something of his 
character, and it may be, also, of 
the character of the members of the 
ruling house. ‘The interest he showed 
in his surroundings on board the Haean 
was very different from the stolid in- 
difference to everything which Yeh, 
for instance, ostentatiously displayed 
on board the steamer which carried 
him to Calcutta. Of course the posi- 
tion of the Prince and that of the de- 
posed Viceroy were very differant, but 
if it had been possible to induce Yeb, or 
auy Princes or Mandarins of his period, 
to go on board a foreign steamer for a 
pleasure tour, their demeanour would 
have been as phlegmatic as the Prince’s 
was intelligently interested. The thirty 
yenrs that have passed since Yeoh’s timo 
have wrought many changes in China, 
and among the governing classes, of 
which the country will yet reap the 
benefit. Among the stories that have 
reached us is a pleasant one of his 
forbidding the soldiers to drive the 
people back who were crowding for- 
ward to seo him. ‘This gave the great- 
est gratification to the populace, who 
have since been loud in his praise, 
We may be sure that the Prince 
regretted that he could uot accom. 
pany H.R. Ti Hong-chang and the 
Martar General on board the ‘urenne, 
a visit in which he was so much 
interested that he remained on deck 
until their return and eted them 
from the gavgway in Manchu, with 
something very similar to the English 
enquiry, All right ?

Amongat the lowest savages the principle 
was confined solely to the duties which 
they owed to the other mem! era of the 
same family ; they had no idea of morality 
in regard to their dealinzs with others. 
Thon, iu a slightly advanced stage of civil- 
isation it might extend to the whole tribe 5 
then to the whole uation ; ant then, as 
civilisation extended, wot oily to the 
nation but to the whole human race. 
‘They lowrnt that it was their duty as well 
as thie interest to love their neighbours, 
and to do to theic neighbours as they would 
wish their neighbours tu do to them, Per- 
hiaps the first to attempt to separate moral 
from religion was Sucrates. He was uot 
an irroligious man, but ite saw clearly 
that thors was a distinction between the 
two, He (fr. Kingsmill) believed, how- 
ever, that although religion sud morality 
Wore not necessnrily connected, yet as 
time went on they were drawn clo 
nnd closer together. Although theie origin 
had been distinct, they had so much. in 
common that they’ were constantly growing 
tugether, that they were not, however, 
uscessarily linked, was shown by the fact, | 
that Buddha introduced one of the most 
bewutiful codes of morals even seen, un- 
accompanied by any religion ; and Confa- | 
cius, (ov, was & teacher of morality, not a! 
teacher of religion. When asked what he | 
thought about death, he replied, “Lf we do 
not understand life, how can we under- 
stand death ;” from him they had the pre- 
pt, so remarkably like tiwt of Christ, 
that’ we should uot do to others as wo 
should not like others to do to us, From 
the necessities of social order morality had 
becune, as it were, an ct. ‘here 
was uo necessary link between it and reli- 
gion.
